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Work Session on School Options 
Leads Toward Referendum Decision

Whether and when to hold 
a bond referendum to finance 
construction of a community 
center in the city was one of 
the options discussed by the 
Greenbelt City Council at a 
March 29 worksession. 

At its April 3 regular 
meeting, council directed 
staff to prepare an ordinance 
authorizing a three million 
dollar bond referendum by 
August 15. (See box.) De¬ 
tails of the April 3 meeting 
will be reported in next 
week’s News Review, 

In September, the county school 
system must inform the state 
school board whether it wants 
to renovate or replace Center 
School. School officials stated, 
at a January 10 public meeting, 
that from an educational stand¬ 
point, construction of a new 
school on the site of the old 
North End School would be pre¬ 
ferable to renovating Center. 
However, they said that they 
would take community opinion 
into consideration. _ 

Council Moves Ahead 
On School Questions 

At the April 3 regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, council: 

• Unanimously approved hir¬ 
ing an architect to evaluate 
the condition of North End 
and Center Schools and es¬ 
timate the cost of renovat¬ 
ing each as a community 
center. The cost of this 
work is not to exceed 
$22,000. Coakley & Wil¬ 
liams will be hired to sub¬ 
mit a report in about 30 
days. 

• Unanimously directed the 
City Manager to develop 
plans for using each school 
as a community center, 
showing specific uses and 
placements, including those 
suggested by citizens and 
city staff. This work is to 
be completed within 30 
days, also. 

• On a 4-1 vote, with Coun- 
cilmember Thomas X. 
White opposed, directed 
staff to prepare an ordin¬ 
ance for a three-million 
dollar bond referendum to 
be held by August 15. A 
second question will ask 
which school should be ren¬ 
ovated if the referendum 
passes. 

City staff will contact the 
school system to determine 
the feasibility of delaying a 
decision on the siting of the 
school until after an August 
referendum. 


Council had planned to create 
a community center at the North 
End School, which was obtained 
by the city in 1985. However, 
council has never appropriated 
sufficient funds to create a 
usable facility. Since the city 
owns the property, the new school 
could not be built there without 
city consent. 

Council scheduled the March 29 
work session to decide how to 
determine what to do about the 
two schools. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld outlined four approaches 
leading to a solution. The first 
is to ask the school board to 
defer the decision for another 
year. The next three options be¬ 
gin with completion of a fact 
sheet on the subject, followed by 
a public meeting. All three would 
result in a decision this year. 
The second option would have 
council make a decision without 
a citizen vote. Alternately there 
could be a bond referendum for 
the renovation of Center School, 
followed by a decision by coun¬ 
cil. City Manager James K. 
Giese's recommendation is that 
the public meeting be followed 
by a bond referendum to reno¬ 
vate one of the schools, accom- 

Federal Retirees in Md. 
Unaffected by Tax Case 

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein recommends 
that retired federal employees not 
file amended state tax returns 
despite a Supreme Court decision 
handed down March 28. He said 
that refund claims based on the 
Davis vs. Michigan Department 
of Treasury case will be denied 
because Maryland law does not 
treat federal and state or local 
pension income differently. 

Maryland income tax offices 
have been deluged with calls and 
visits from retirees who had 
heard they might be eligible for 
a refund based on the je&cent de¬ 
cision. 

“Obviously, we do not want to 
see federal retirees spend money 
to have amended returns prepar¬ 
ed for them since those refund 
requests will be denied/' Gold¬ 
stein said.

panied by an advisory question 
on which school should be reno¬ 
vated. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White added two options: coun¬ 
cil can tell the board that the 
city is not interested in a new 
school at the North End, or the 
city could request that the plan 
for renovating Center be reex¬ 
amined with consideration given 
to razing the addition, 

A bond referendum could be 
held in June if council adopted 
a bond ordinance in early May. 
Staff will soon submit a draft 
of the fact sheet to council for 
comments. 

Borrowing Limit 

One question raised by both 
council members and citizens is 
the city's borrowing limit. Coun¬ 
cil already plans to borrow one 
million dollars as mortgage fi¬ 
nancing for parkland, in addition 
to the six million dollars in bonds 
authorized in 1985. Giese says 
that borrowing more than ten 
million dollars, total, might jeo¬ 
pardize the city's bond rating. 
This would not prevent the city 
from borrowing more, but would

Spraying to Begin Soon 
Against Tent Caterpillars 

Last spring, tent caterpillars 
caused serious damage to crab- 
apple and cherry trees in many 
areas around the city. This year, 
the city horticulturist plans to 
spray where there are signs of 
infestation. The two areas that 
will require the most work are 
the crabapple and cherry trees 
located in the curbstrips (between 
the curb and sidewalk) in Box¬ 
wood Village and the buffer strip 
between Edmonston Road and the 
Beltway ramp in Springhill Lake. 

Safer Insecticidal Soap will be 
used to spray for tent caterpil¬ 
lars. This product is very simi¬ 
lar to soaps used for laundry 
and dish washing. It is specifi¬ 
cally formulated for use on 
plants and has been tested and 
approved by th e EPA. It breaks 
down quickly in the environment 
and is very safe for use around 
humans and animals. Spraying 
may begin April 6.

Woman’s Club Reflects 
On 50 Years of Service 


uvcr xne years tne woman s Club of Greenbelt has 
played an active role in community activities. During 
World War II, a youth club, called “The Drop Inn,” was 
created by the community - at first in the basement of the 
recent Nyman Realty building (then the police station and 
fire hall) and later in the small building near St. Hugh’s 
School that more recently has been occupied by the Jaycees. 
During Mrs. George Clark's Greenbelt girl and money for the 


presidency, 1943-45, the Worn 
an's Club played an important 
role for the young people by 
acting as hostesses to oversee 
evening activities, giving finan¬ 
cial aid when possible and help¬ 
ing furnish the building. 

Later when the new Prince 
Georges Hospital was opened, the 
Club was represented on the 
Board. They also sold bonds to 
help towards the purchase of a 
fighter-bomber. 

During Mrs. E. Leland Love's 
presidency, 1949-51, the club 
started a project to send Care 
packages abroad and provided 
welfare help in the Glenn Da’e 
Hospital and gifts for veterans 
hospitals. The Club also pur¬ 
chased an auditory training unit 
for the School for the Deaf at 
Kendall. 

During Mrs. Ann McDonald s 
presidency, 1962-65, she formed 
First Aid Classes and packages 
were sent to the Greenbelt boys 
in Korea. Sewing materials and 
utensils were also gathered and 
donated to the General Clay 
Fund to go overseas. Additional 
youth activities involved the con 
tinned sponsorship of Girl Scout 
Troop No. 18, sending gifts to 
retarded children and the begin¬ 
ning of the scholarship for a 


American Legion's “Girls State 
Scholarship” project—both still 
on-going. 

Members were also busy with 
the Polio Clinic, the Mobile 
Xray, the Bloodmobile, and a 
Thanksgiving basket for the 
needy. A purchase was also made 
of a silver tea service and ban¬ 
quet cloth. These were used for 
many years by the Club until 
recently donated to the City of 
Greenbelt, A gift of $250 was 
also given to the Youth Center 
to furnish a cloak room. 

More recently during the bujld- 
ing of a new high school in 
Greenbelt Mrs. Benefiel sparked 
the move to name the school for 
Eleanor Roosevelt. Her daugh¬ 
ter, Anna Roosevelt, came to 
Greenbelt to dedicate a tree on

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Smoke-free Schools 

To the Editor: 

School board member Angelo 
Castelli has introduced a reso¬ 
lution to ban all smoking in 
school buildings. In 1984 he got 
smoking banned for students on 
school property. 

Two Prince Georges County 
school board members as well as 
the president of the teachers' 
union have consistently opposed 
the smoke-free-schools resolution. 
The reasons they give are: (1) A 
similar resolution passed by the 
Frederick County Board of Edu¬ 
cation was struck down by the 
State Department of Education: 
and (2) their belief that teacher 
smoking is a union bargaining 
issue and therefore cannot be 
decided by the board. All three 
maintain that they are not op¬ 
posed to the concept of smoke- 
free schools. 

On March 23 the Prince 
Georges County School Board 
had a hearing on smoke-free 
schools. All speakers were in 
favor of smoke-free schools. Even 
the perceived opponents agreed 
that all smoking should be banned 
in school buildings, . . . but (the) 
president of the teachers' union 
asserted, “If you pass this reso- 
* lution you will instantaneously 


encumber yourself with litiga¬ 
tion”. The meeting ended with a 
6-2 vote to table the resolution. 

The county teachers associa¬ 
tion is under pressure now to 
provide smoke-free schools. It 
will be our job to maintain that 
pressure. 

County residents should con¬ 
tact school board members and 
the president of the county 
teachers' association to urge 
them to take the necessary steps 
to insure that our county public 
schools will be smoke-free or 
tobacco-free by September.

GHI Seeks to Amend Charter 
To Allow Charter Amendments

A petition signed by 27 
members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. influenced the 
board of directors at its 
March 23 meeting to reduce 
the number of bylaw amend¬ 
ments to be put to a vote at 
the annual meeting on May 
17. The petition, drafted by 
member Eunice Coxon and 
presented to the board by 
Lucille Jacoby, asked that all 
changes be reviewed by a 
committee of members be- 
for being presented to the 
membership. 

Specifically, the petition sin¬ 
gled out the “deletion of a re¬ 
jected membership applicant's 
right of appeal; a change in the 
age limitation for holding office 
from 21 to 18; possible expan¬ 
sion of the financial instruments 
in which GHI is allowed to n- 
vest; (and) reconsideration of a 
by-law empowering the. member¬ 
ship to propose additional com¬ 
mittees 1 ' as needing careful 
scrutiny before action is taken. 

The board voted to defer all 
of the proposed amendments 
listed in the petition. (The mat¬ 
ter of expanding GHI's allowed 
investment range had been 
dropped at an earlier meeting.) 

Other Bylaw Amendments 

The board still had a full eve¬ 
ning's work, however, wrestling 
with other proposed bylaw 
changes considered important by 
corporation counsel Marjorie 
Corwin, of the law firm of Wein¬ 
berg and Green. 

Corwin suggested replacing 
Article XI of the bylaws with a 
rewritten provision taking advan¬ 
tage of a 1988 Maryland law 
providing for the indemnification 
of directors and employees of 
corporations in case of liability 
in connection with their corpor¬ 
ate duties. GHI member Mat 
Amberg, who said he had lost 
count of how many bylaw com¬ 
mittees he had served on, was 
concerned that the draft did not 
specify that indemnification 
would be limited to actions con¬ 
nected with corporate duties and 
that actions involving willful 
misconduct were not specifically 
excluded. 

Corwin pointed out (in vain) 
that Maryland law already placed 
these limits on indemnification, 
so that it is not necessary to 
spell them out in the bylaws. 
Amberg took the view that the 
law could be changed in the fu¬ 
ture to cover actions for which 
the membership might not want 
to indemnify its directors and 
employees. Directors Margaret 
Hogensen and Bay McCawley 
suggested that members might 
be more comfortable with the 
provision if the limitations were 
spelled out. 

Faced with Amberg’s threat to 
amend the amendment on the 
floor at the annual meeting, the 
board instructed Corwin to in¬ 
clude the specific limiting lan¬ 
guage in the substitute article 
which will be on the agenda on 
May 17. 

GHI Charter Amendment 

In order to implement the in 
demnification article, Corwin said 
the GHI corporation charter must 
be amended. To compound the 
problem, the charter makes no 
provision for amending it. There¬ 
fore, she proposed two charter 
amendments for the annual meet¬ 
ing. The first would provide for 


amending the charter by a two- 
thirds vote of the members at¬ 
tending the meeting and the sec¬ 
ond would add language which 
would put the indemnification 
article in the bylaws into effect. 

Amberg, however, was opposed 
to allowing the charter to be 
amended by a mere two-thirds of 
those present. (Since 75 consti¬ 
tutes a quorum, 50 members 
could amend the charter.) 

In the end, the board adopted 
the attorney's suggestion that 
the amendment provision be a 
one-time process to put in the 
enabling language for the indem¬ 
nification bylaw. The amendment 
provision would expire after that 
is done. 

N & E Bylaw 

In addition to the three 
amendments proposed by the 
corporation counsel, an amend¬ 
ment sponsored by the Nomina¬ 
tions and Elections Committee 
will be put before the member¬ 
ship. This amendment would al¬ 
low members to vote for direc¬ 
tors and members of the Audit 
Committee during a recess in or 
immediately after the member¬ 
ship meeting. In addition, mem¬ 
bers will continue to be able to 
vote the next day as usual. 

If this amendment passes, it 
will restore a procedure which 
was in effect until a few years 
ago. If passed, the change in vot¬ 
ing will go into effect next year, 
according to N & E Committee 
member Helen White. 

Other Business 

Leta Mach, chair of the Audit 
Committee, announced the resig¬ 
nation of Julian Weiss from that 
committee. She said that efforts 
were underway to fill the va¬ 
cancy. 

The board voted unanimously 
to accept for first reading a 
proposal by Citizen Remodelers 


to install vinyl siding and soffit 
and fascia trim on four free¬ 
standing homes at a cost not to 
exceed $11,760. 

The board voted to send a let¬ 
ter to the House of Representa¬ 
tives Subcommittee on Interior 
and Related Agencies supporting 
the proposed Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt memorial. 

The board voted to defer a 
review of the formula used to 
compute the maximum allowable 
sales price under the two-year 
profit limitation which is in all 
Mutual Ownership Contracts. 
Since the hour was advanced and 
the subject somewhat compli¬ 
cated, the board agreed, on a 
motion by Director Andrea Has- 
linger, to review the formula at 
a later meeting. 

The next meeting of the GHI 
board will be on April 13.

Rabid Raccoon Found

Recently a dead raccoon was 
found in the Boxwood area of 
Greenbelt. When tested, the ani¬ 
mal was found to have rabies. 

Although this is an isolated 
case, the city Animal Warden 
stresses that residents take cer¬ 
tain precautions to protect tneir 
pets, family and r ieignbors 
against this serious virus. 

Pets should be kept in their 
own yards for their protection 
and not be allowed to run free. 

Cats and dogs that are four 
months of age or older should be 
inoculated. If they are not, strict 
fines can and will be imposed by 
the Animal Warden. 

The County Health Depart¬ 
ment will conduct two Rabies 
Clinics in May. The first will be 
held at High Point H.S. on 
lowuei 1 Ivin* xwOit^i in iseicsville 
on May 9 from 6 to 8 p.m.; the 
other at Greenbelt M ; ddle School 
on May 24 from 6 to 8 p.m.

sale. In December, the group par¬ 
ticipated in the Festival of Lights 
with a Bake Sale & Craft Table. 
In February they took part in 
the flea market at the Youth 
Center. 

The Prince Georges Art Coun¬ 
cil gave the Arts Center a small 
grant to assist in the “Music 
in Greenbelt” series of concerts 
which has featured for 1988-1989 
the Turkiewicz Trio Plus One 
and the Rosebud Musical Theater 
Co. A Roosevelt Jazz Ensemble 
concert is scheduled for April 15, 
The concerts have been well at¬ 
tended and the Arts Center plans 
to continue the concerts next 
year. 

The City alloted the Arts 
Center $10,000 for equipment 
purchases in this year’s budget. 
The Arts Center purchased a 
computer and printer. With the

A new venture this year is the 
establishment of the Maryland 
Theater Information Network, 
MTIN for short, an electronic 
bulletin board system to link all 
theater groups in the state, be¬ 
gun by Kevin Kneisley.

next season,” said Tousignant. 

This year the Arts Center 
plans to request funds for produc¬ 
tion expenses from the city in 
order to present a play season 
again in the fall. 

“So where do we go from here ? 
First of all, we need a broader 
base of support,” Tousignant 
pointed out. Lesley Kash, mem¬ 
bership chairman, will be work¬ 
ing on increasing memberships 
which have fallen off because of 
our “dark” play season. She list¬ 
ed other needs: “People to help 
with grants, with our newsletter 
. . . and with corporate fund¬ 
raising. The money is out there. 
We have to ask for it.” 

This year’s request to the 
Prince Georges Arts Council will 
be for assistance with the Chil¬ 
dren’s Drama classes. 

“We have to look ahead to 
where we will house ourselves. 
Some decisions are not ours to 
make and will depend on decis¬ 
ions made by the School Board 
and the City. The Arts Center 
will support any facility that will 
provide a home for the Greenbelt 
Arts Center. We want to perform 
here in Greenbelt, and we want 
to expand on what we’re doing,” 
Tousignant said. 

Following the president’s re¬ 
port, the nominating committee 
presented its recommendations. 
Marie Tousignant was affirmed 
as president, and Virginia Zan- 
ner as vice president. Newly 
elected board members include 
Sid Kastner, Joanne Tucker, Tom 
Renahan and Gary Kittay. _

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again, 

In the auto and truck repair industry, tires have always been 
a headache. They take up too much room, are cumbersome to 
stack and their disposal must be according to legal restrictions. 
However, it is probably more important to know how to keep them 
on your vehicle for the longest time without premature wear 
and tear. 

Tires, like any other auto and truck part, have to be cared for 
and not taken for granted. Here are a few things to look for 
when you inspect your tires. 

1. During monthly inspections, look for dry cracks, splits and 
screws and nails stuck in tread area. Also, look for curb 
scuffs. 

2, A lot of conditions can wear tread patterns of your tires. Be¬ 
sides alignment and other problems that can cause worn tread 
patterns, air pressure is also a major factor that often affects 
the patterns. If the tread is worn on both outside edges, the 
tire is under-inflated. And if the center of the tire is worn, 
the tire is over-inflated. Remember to always check the recom¬ 
mended tire pressure displayed on the side wall of the tire and 
to check air pressures of all four wheels. Also remember that 
you will not get an accurate reading on a hot tire because heat 
changes the air pressure readings. 

Proper tire rotation and balancing can extend your tires' 
lives. Take care of your tires and they will take care of you! 

Remember, think preventive maintenance. And don't forget 
that spare tire.

increase the interest rate re¬ 
quired. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
asked whether the school sys¬ 
tem's architect had done any 
further review of the renovation 
plan for Center. Giese said he 
was not aware of any such re¬ 
view, but that unless the His¬ 
toric Preservation Commission's 
constraints on interior renova¬ 
tion were eased, little would be 
gained from reviewing the de¬ 
sign. 

Several citizens have urged 
that the two story addition be 
razed, eliminating the ‘‘five- 
level” problem cited by school 
officials as one reason a new 
school would be preferable to a 
renovated Center. Giese recalled 
that school officials doubted that 
the state would pay to raze the 
newest part of the building. In 
addition. Giese suspected that the 
state still owes money on the 
addition. 

White doubted that council 
would have any more information 
Monday night. Weidenfeld coun¬ 
tered that council only had to 
decide upon an approach on April 
3, and that it could direct staff 
to gather additional information 
prior to the actual referendum, 
if that route were selected. 

White also argued that Giese's 
report on the North End Center 
identified renovation items that 
could be completed using exist¬ 
ing city reserves. 

Isaacs differed, saying that 
although North End could prob¬ 
ably be renovated for less than 
Center, the city does not have 
the funds to do either and that 
if the city's reserves are used 
for North End, other needed 
projects will not be done. He said 
he was open to a bond referen 
dum. Further, he wanted assur¬ 
ance, before the city agrees to 
accept Center School, that the 
county would grant some code 
variances and that improvements 
to Center School could be phased 
in, Giese noted that county build¬ 
ing inspectors will examine Cen¬ 
ter School during the week of 
April 3. He doubted that safety 
and handicap accessibility codes 
would be waived. If not, the city 
would have to install a sprinkler 
system prior to occupation. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram argued against further de¬ 
lay. She said that although she 
supports the idea of a commun¬ 
ity center the city has not been 
able to afford renovation of the 
North End facility. Bram said 
that council and the citizens must 
look beyond their own interests 
to what will best provide for the 
city's future. She favored using 
Center School rather than the 
North End building for a com¬ 
munity center and felt that a 
bond referendum this spring was 
the best route to that goal. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens urged delay. He noted that 
the city has a number of capital 
needs than cannot be funded from 
tax revenues alone. He foresaw 
a need for a bond referendum 
within five years but questioned 
how much debt the city should 
assume. Further, he said that 
many residents, especially in the 
new parts of town, were tired 
of paying taxes and want to 
know what they're getting for 
that money. He called the 1985 
bond referendum a “quick and 
dirty” approach and said he 
would not agree to another rush¬ 
ed bond referendum. 

Isaacs said that before holding 
a bond referendum, council should 
decide which uses would be 
housed in a community center 
and determine which building 
best serves those needs. He said 
that partial renovation of the 


North End facility would fore¬ 
close too many uses. 

Putens noted that the decision 
facing council is not easy. He 
said that the organizations seek¬ 
ing community center space 
would not contribute to renova¬ 
tion costs, but only to operating 
costs. He said that he did not 
want to shove the idea down any¬ 
one's throat. 

White argued that, in light of 
the many unfunded capital needs 
of the city, the crucial question 
is one of affordability and that 
renovation of Center School as 
a school is the most effective 
solution. 

Bram commented that North 
End residents are beginning to 
feel the effects of the prolonged 
vacancy of the old school. She 
objected to partial renovation of 
the building. Bram argued that 
the city should construct an arts 
center at one of the buildings 
and “do it right.” Since citizens 
have indicated in the. school sur¬ 
vey that they prefer a new 
school, Bram said that the city 
must now find out if the citizens 
are willing to fund renovation 
of Center School. 

Giese told council that although 
staff has verified that the de¬ 
ferral of the renovation/replace¬ 
ment of Center School would not 
jeopardize its funding, the city 
has never asked the county school 
board if it is willing to consider 
a deferral. 

Citizen Comments 

Barbara Simon, an arts center 
advocate, argued that scheduling 
a bond referendum this spring 
would not allow sufficient time 
for public comment. She argued 
that citizens must know what 
uses would be housed in a com¬ 
munity center before being asked 
to fund it. 

However, in response to a ques¬ 
tion from Deanne Lange, Gie&e 
noted that county bond refer¬ 
enda, including those for com¬ 
munity centers, tend to be “blank 
check” questions without spe¬ 
cific details. 

Anne Pisano claimed that a 
bond referendum was never con¬ 
sidered until the possibility of 
obtaining Center School was 
raised. She argued that North 
End could be renovated without 
bond financing, 

Giese disagreed. He said that 
the “lesson to be learned” from 
North End is that the city 
should have acted sooner. The 
fate of North End must be re¬ 
solved, he said, either by reno¬ 
vation in full or part, or by raz¬ 
ing it. If it is to be renovated, he 
said that a bond issue would be 
required. 

Charles Hagelgans argued that 
Giese’s recommended bond ques¬ 
tion is unfair to the North End 
facility, which might not require 
as much money for renovation. 
Hagelgans preferred a refer¬ 
endum question asking citizens 
if they are willing to finance 
the cost of renovating * Center 
School and not including the 
North End facility. If funds for 
renovating Center are approved, 
the fate of North End will be 
resolved. Otherwise, a smaller 
bond issue for North End could 
be considered. 

Bram disagreed, saying that 
this option, possibly requiring 
two bond referenda, would fur¬ 
ther delay a final decision on the 
North End facility. 

Hagelgans also argued that if 
council holds a bond referendum 
for less than is required to reno¬ 
vate Center, the source of the 
additional funds should be iden¬ 
tified in advance. 

David Lange urged completion 
of a report on possible uses of

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Adopt-A-Tree This Month 

Last spring 41 trees were do¬ 
nated as part of the Adopt-A- 
Tree program. These trees were 
planted on public property 
throughout Greenbelt. Since the 
program began in 1986, over 300 
trees have been planted. 

This year three areas have 
been identified as having a spe¬ 
cial need for donated trees. The 
first of these areas is “Buddy” 
Attick Lake Park. There is a 
need for red maples and sugar 
maples for use as shade trees. 
Over the past few years, white 
dogwood and redbud trees have 
been planted in scattered groups 
along the lake path. In only a 
few years they will be flowering. 
This year a new spring flower¬ 
ing, native tree, the shadblow 
serviceberry (Amelanchier), will 
be used in addition to the dog¬ 
wood and redbud. 

In Greenbelt East, the second 
area in need, these same three 
flowering trees could b e used 
along the edges of Greenbriar 
Park where it borders on Man- 
dan Road and Hanover Parkway. 

In the third area, along Ed- 
monston Road in Springhill Lake, 
a large number of crabapple trees 
have died. These trees are being 
replaced with Aristocrat pears 
which should do much better in 
this location. A large number of 
these trees will be needed to 
screen the Beltway ramp from 
view. 

Many of the trees are plant¬ 
ed each year in public areas that 
residents find to be in need of 
trees. If there is a special spot 
anyone thinks needs a tree or if 
anyone would like to buy a tree

What did it feel like to ring 
the Liberty Bell? How did it 
sound? 

Children in Center School wait¬ 
ed patiently in line to ring a rep¬ 
lica of the Liberty Bell at a 
special assembly in front of the 
school on Thursday, March 23. 
There tho NS A New Freedom 
Bell was on display. 

Cast in the same pit and foun¬ 
dry as the original Liberty Bell 
at Whitechapel Foundry, Lon¬ 
don, this replica bell has been 
moved around the country in cele¬ 
bration of the 200th anniversary 
of the United States constitution. 
(The original bell, which was 
rung when the Declaration of 
Independence was read to the 
people, is now in Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia. It can no 
longer be rung because of a 
crack.) 

Greg Durand, father of one 
of Center School’s pupils, was 
master-of-ceremonies for the oc¬ 
casion.
